According to the U.S. Department of Commerce, illegally subsidized Canadian milk
entering the United States costs American dairy farmers approximately $35 million per year.
New York State is one of the largest milk producing states in the nation, supplying over 7% of
the nation’s dairy production in 2000. Based on these numbers, the illegally subsidized Canadian
milk costs New York farmers approximately $2.49 million per year. For a breakdown of how
much the illegally subsidized milk costs each county in the state and the average farmer in
each county, please see the following report.
